And be if further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That 3 
the Commiſſioners of his Majeſty's Navy, for the Time being, Wy 
ſhill, Within Thicty Days after the Opening of every Seſſion I 
of Parliament, deliver to each Houſe of Parliament an annual 
Account of the Application of all the reſpective Sums of Mo- 
_ ney granted by Parliament for the Service of the Royal Navy, 
and in all the reſpective Branches of Wages, Wear and Tear, 
Ordnance and Victualling, or any other Naval Service ; that 
it may appear, that the Money ſo granted for the Services afore- 
laid, has been laid out in the beſt manner for anſwering the 
Purpoſes intended by this Act, and for the Defence of his Ma- 
Jelty's Kingdoms, and the Iſlands and Territories thereunto be- 


longing, and for ſecuring the Trade and Commerce thereof. = 


And 
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and be it further Enacted, That at the End or ſooner Detet- 
mination of the Service of all ſuch Seamen, Seafaring Men, 
Fiſhermen, Watermen, and Men getting their Living on the 
Water, as aforeſaid, they ſhall receive their full Wages due to 
them for ſuch their ſerving his Majeſty, his Heirs and Succeſs 
{ors, and ſhall have a Certificate from the Captain of their hav- 
ing ſo ſerved reſpectively ; and ſhall, by virtue of this Act, be 
cxempted from being called upon for any publick Service, till 
all ſuch liable to ſerve in their Rotation, ſhall in their Courſe 
have ſerved likewiſe, that they may, during that Interval, be 
left at their free Choice of Acceptance of advanced Wages 
from the Merchants, or any other of his Majeſty's Subjects 
having Occaſion for their Service, for their being thereby fully 


compenſated for their faithful Service during the Time of their 
Rotation, as aforeſaid. 


Ind, for the Encouragement of ſuch Seamen as are now em- 
ployed in his Majeſty's Service; Be it further Enacted, by 
the Authority aforetaid, 'That all ſuch Seamen and Scafaring 
Men, as are or ſhall be in the publick Service at the Com- 
mencement of this preſent Act, ſhall be, and they are hereby 
deemed and declared to be, in the Firſt Rotation in this Ack 
mentioned; and ſhall, at the Expiration of Eighteen Months, 
or ſooner Determination of the Time the Publick may require 
their Service, be intitled to their Diſcharge, together with the 
full Payment of the Wages that ſhall then be due to them re- 
ſpectively, to the Day of the Determination of their ſaid re{ſpec=- 
tive Seryices; and the proper Officer ſhall, and he is hereby 
impowered and required. to, give to each Seaman and Seafaring 
Man a proper Certtficate, of his Service, and for exempting him 


from being called Upon to ſerve the Publick, until all ſuch 


other Seamen or Seafaring Men have ſerved in their reſpeQive
